HAYES’ BAD LUCK.

Tribane Interview with General J. D. Cox. 
The main difficulty in administering the 
civil service is tho want of a system ol civil 
service to administer, and for this defect tho 
executive alone can neither compensate 
nor be held responsible. President Hayes, 
In coming into cilice, either underrated 
this difficulty or was over-confident of the 
unassisted power of the executive to reme­ 
dy it. His great mistake, however, in un­ 
dertaking the task of civil service reform 
was in conceiving that the only thing or 
the main thing to be done in order to 
achieve this reform was to cut off congress­ 
ional dictation in the matter of making ap­ 
pointments. He limited his ambition and 
us action to this. not perceiving that any 
and every other form of personal recom­ 
mendation and influence tor office were 
equally objectionable and should be equally 
ineffectual. The result which followed 
was inevitable. As soon as members of 
Congress discovered that their recomjnen- 
dations to office were to be allowed bi have 
no more weight than those of unofficial 
>ersons, they ceased visiting the White 
louse, for the reason that they only lost 
strength among their constituents tty ask- 
ng for patronage which they were unable 
to obtaio. The President has lost In this 
way the support of most of his party in 
Congress ; and as long as he continues to 
make appointments from personal prefer­ 
ence or upon personal recommendation of 
any sort, It is inevitable that his action will 
not be entirely acceptable in any quarter. 
a attempting to carry out a reform for 
which there was provided no system, he 
has undoubtedly made many mistakes, and 
of thcsj mistakes Mr. Hayes is as sensible 
os anybody. But in having made these 
mistakes it wa9 the President’s peculiar 
misfortune to behead solely responsible for 
what was nearly unavoidable, and to haye 
lost to a certain extent tho confidence of 
the better element ot the people who were 
anxious to see a thorough amendment in 
the civil service, independent of party con­ 
siderations. What Mr. Hayes now desires, 
atter his experience with this matter, is 
the cooperation of Congress in an attempt 
to establish a definite and thoroughly lor- 
mulated system of civil service, which 
•hall receive the support of the intelligent 
and thoughtful men of all parties.

Board of Assistants for the nary, fled* that 
many of the ships arc of an antiquated type 
and cfm not be made eqt a! to the more 
modern vessels. The report suggests that 
the ships be caused to do duty with the 
smallest expenditure possible and when of 
no further use that they be sold and the 
proceeds applied to the building of im­ 
proved ships. A liberal annual appropn 
ation is recommended, to be applied only 
to building new vessels or to finishing such 
vessels now in the process of construction 
as will, when finished, be a valuable addi­ 
tion to the navy. Many vessels are uttely 
worthless and should be sold or broken up. 
The sale is preferable oi the two, for the 
labor expended would cost more than the 
old material saved is worth. There is als o 
u vast quantity of old and useless materln 
on hand which is costly to keep and should 
be sold. The committee believe that grea t 
waste and lees hat come from rebuilding 
under the name of repairs, old vessels at n 
large expense. The Benicia, being re* 
paired at Mare Island, California, at an es} 
timated cost, in the Construction Depart­ 
ment alone, ot $55,575, after an expends 
ture upon her of $42,955 has been found 
to be rotten and worthless. 
It now ap­ 
pears that to finish that vessel and to make 
her of any future value would require an 
expenditure of from $300,000 to $500,000. 
and it has been as the committee think, 
wisely determined thai she should be sold. 
It is better to expend the money obtained 
on the new vessels, which, when done, 
will be up to the time7.

Six years ago a gentleman who had been 
a war governor fcof an upper Mitsissippi 
State, was afterward minister to a European 
court, and subsequently at the head of one 
of the most important departments of the 
government, and a member of the National 
Cabinet, died, leaving a wife with from 
$15,000 to $20,000, and this mainly in an 
unproductive homestead in Southern New 
York.

Her help or her neighbors did 
not kuow but she had a bank to draw upon 
for all the money she needed. 
At the end of the year she sent for the 
father of her late partner, and they divided 
the herd equally and settled, with a lost to 
her of oyer $3,000, which she paid to get 
the partnership dissolved. She then bor­ 
rowed $0,000 to enable her to pay some 
small debts, make some improvements in 
buildings, and start afresh, entirely disem­ 
barrassed. 
At the present lime her liabilities are 
only $3,000. She has a herd of oyer 1,000 
head of cattle, has mu abundance of con­ 
veniences for them, and no stock farm or 
range within ICO miles is provided with 
such good barns, sheds, corrals and ranges 
for caitif. Her herd is clearing her over 
$0,000 a year, and constantly increasing in 
size. 
At the railway station, where she re­ 
sides, she has a farm of 140 acres, on which 
are a go<xl dwelling, barns, sheds, cheese 
factory, corral, etc., in perfect order. The 
farm is all under fence; ahu buys all lumber 
nsed herself, and has every improvement, 
large and small, made under her own eye 
and as she directs. In truth, she is her 
own superintendent, and pere n&lly looks 
atter everything both on the farm and at 
the cattle ranch. At the ranch she has a 
comfortable house, which 6he occupies 
when her business confines her there, tihe 
visits the ranch about five times a week, 
generally on horseback, and goes and re 
turns tne same day. No business man in 
Nebraska is in belter credit than this en­ 
terprising and excellent lady.

| every other day. Three doses are all that 
is needed, and there need be no fear.

I know from m y own experience, and 
know of a num ber of other cases where It 
has been entirely successful.

guess work. Those persons I alluded to 
were bitten by their own dogs, that had 
been bitten by rabid dogs, and were penned 
up to see if they would go mad ; they did 
go mad and did bite the persons.

THE RED HIBDON* W O R K . 
Rey. Mr. Sawm gave an interesting talk 
last evening on the work done by the red 
rihbonite8, and the future prospects. Ile 
deemed it no more than right that the 
public should understand the way in which 
Dr. McCoUlster happened to come beround 
tho financial arrangement made with him 
It appears that Dr. McCollistor came here 
and proposed to ester upon the work, and 
as several favorable letters had been receiv 
e l by various parties concerning the work 
lone elsewhere, the temperance workers 
concluded to rally about him. They asked 
him what his terms were. At first he 
refused to talk ofAny financial features of 
the work, but on beiug told that business 
was business, aud that the work could not 
be undertaken In this biiud manner, he 
proposed that the citizens of Janesville 
should attend to the ruuumg expenses, and 
as for his own pay, he would be con* 
tent with whatever contributions should be 
handed In at the close of his labors 
whether they were large or small. It was 
with this understanding that the work 
commenced, and tho temperance folks ral­ 
lied around tho work with enthusiasm. He 
deemed this explanation due the public, as 
the work was a public work. The names 
signed to the pledge during the three 
weeks* 
work numbered 1412. A few 
papers were lost, and in a few instances 
names were duplicated, so that there were 
probably about 14 >0 who had actually 
signed. There were many elements of good 
in the wcrk done. It bal awakened en­ 
thusiasm, had sent cheer to tho hearts of 
many, and strengthened the cause of tem­ 
perance. The work had two particularly 
good features. 
O jo was that instead of 
making a fight against those in the whisky 
buaiuess, and arousing their antagonism, it 
strove simply to induce men to forsake 
tneir cups, and to thus Uke away the de­ 
mand for drink, and lessen the trade. An­ 
other good feature was the fact that it was 
based on the idea of calling in tho help of 
God, and the belief that the grace of God 
would keep a man from falling, when 
nothing cise would. But there were de 
feels in the work. 
There was one fatal 
feature, it being the clause in the pledge, 
by which the signer could, on personal ap 
plication, withdraw’ a! any time. A pledge 
tiken on a man’s .‘■acred honor should 
be 
for 
time 
and 
eternity, as 
it 
was one 
of 
well-being 
to himself. 
The speaker put the query as to how it 
would do to have a marriage vow taken in 
this way, to be dissolved at the will Of 
either party, or a church vow* ? 
lie would 
be willing to havejmen take the temper­ 
ance pledge for a definite length of time, a 
week, a month, or a year, but this indefi­ 
nite pledge was almost worthless. 
Some 
would pull off the ribbon, take a drink, and 
put the ribbon back again, and then boast 
that they had too much honor to drink oyer 
the ribbon. 
But as to the future of the 
work. it was favorable. 
The mistakes of 
the past could be laid aside, and guarded 
against in the future. 
The work could be 
pressed forw iri to the goal of prohibition- 
Prohibition did prohibit, and tho speaker 
pronounced himself a clear prohibitionist 
He did not believe though in making the 
issu? ofprohibition or nothing. 
Ho be­ 
lieved in gaming what victories were pos­ 
sible, and from those pressing forward to 
utter prohibition. In this city, slop licens­ 
ing saloons, aud n *t increase the present 
number. Draw a Mason A Dixon’* line and 
say to the evil, “Iou* far shalt thou go and 
no further.” The moment any enterprise^ 
g >od or bad, is stopped from further pro­ 
gress it begins to recede, lie urged a gen­ 
eral rally around all the temperance socie­ 
ties as one of the strong powers f »r right. 
The discourse was throughout stirring and 
full of interest, especially to those who 
knew the Inner work legs of the work.

He 
then apoise of the intr. nsic Value of these 
thoughts, they being such as a father feels
